A new relief agreement be¬ 
tween British Columbia and the 
Dominion Government an¬ 
nounced here today, was inter¬ 
preted as a move to cut down re¬ 
lief lists and throw unemploy¬ 
ables onto welfare instead of un¬ 
employment relief. 

The agreement covers the 
Ottawa grant in aid to the prov¬ 
ince for January, February and 
March. The amount is set at 
*115,000 a month, smallest it haa 
ever been, or at 30 per cent of 
the relief cost, whichever is the 
lower total. It has been the sub¬ 
ject of weeks of negotiation and 
protest by the provincial govern¬ 
ment against reduction in the 
grant 

By Its terms the province is re¬ 
quired to segregate In its lists 
the employables, uncmployables 
and those who are not 100 per 
cent fit for work by reason of 
poor physical condition or lack of 
training. 

It provides that before persons 
can get relief they must apply 
for work at a government em¬ 
ployment bureau. The maximum 
allowance for relief la defined as 
less than the normal average 
earnings of an unskilled Jaborer. 

The agreement also provides 
that relief officers must Insist on 
seasonal workers following a “re- 
sonable budget of family expen¬ 
diture" qhile they are at private

A LEARNED strategist, named Hector C 
** By water, has written an erudite tech¬ 
nical article for some Canadian newspapers 
to prove that Britain can hold her own li\ 
the Orient, with her new Singapore base, 
even if she has no allies like the United 
States and has to fight Japan single-handed. 
This Is probably true, but Its effect on the 
public mind is certain to be mischievous. 
For It builds up the dangerous notion, neces¬ 
sary before you start a war, that victory Is 
certain, and this Is quite untrue. There may 
be military victory in the Orient and every¬ 
where else. If there is a general war In the 
world In the near future, as seems probable. 
But there will be everywhere economic de¬ 
feat, ana this will mean chaos In every nation 
Involved, and probably In the neutral nations 
as well. There will be victory, perhaps, as 
in the last war. but the economic defeat will 
be much worse than the economic collapse 
which ruined most of the warring nations 

then. 

Canada, for example, will go Into the war 
with Ihe debt of the last war still unpaid and 
growing all the time, and when It becomes 
necessary to contract a debt for the new war, 
the old one. of course, will have to be re¬ 
pudiated. If you stop to think that life In¬ 
surance depends on government bonds, and 
that repudiation or Inflation will probably 
make potatoes worth a hundred dollars a 
sack, or even a million, and your life savings 
not worth a nickel, you begin to realize that 
the military is only one aide and, in the end, 
the least important side of war. And if Bri¬ 
tain or any other nation getsjnvolved In a 
mafor war there will be no victory for her 
or for her enemies. That, not Jhe fear of 
military losses. Is what makes the British 
government willing to make itaelf look fre¬ 
quently foolish rather than go to war. It is 
the height of wisdom to look foolish In such 
cases.

Better 
still would It be for the tax to be collected 
on new radio tubes, as persons would then 
pay according to the size of their machines 
and as all tubes wear out, In buying re¬ 
placements, they would be paying in propor¬ 
tion to the number of hours they used their 
radios.

•THE LADS OF THE BRITISH NAVY 
* and the Royal Air Force are testing out 
their prowess down at Singapore to see how 
Great Britain's $100,000,000 naval base would 
acquit Itself In the event of attack by ship 
and plane:

Canadians are sub¬ 
ordinate to another part of the 
Commonwealth tn a vitally impor¬ 
tant aspect ol their foreign policy, 
and thus are not in full enjoy- 
I ment of the equality of status 
declared at the Imperial Confer¬ 
ence of 1926; 

"And whereas It Is In the best 
, interest of the Commonwealth aa 
' well as of Canada that this equal- 
| Ity should be recognized, 

| "Therefore be it resolved that. 
In the opinion of this House, the 
i Canadian Government should 
take such steps as may be neces¬ 
sary lo make clear to the other 
members of the Commonwealth 
and to the world that the right 
either lo declare war or lo remain 
neutral. In any war that may 
occur, is vested solely in Canada."

One of the farmers then takes 
a sheaf of rice and slowly walks 
three times around the outermost 
circle. Then he throws "the first 
sheaf of the harvest" on the 
conch shell. As he does so, he 
falls on the ground and bows his 
head as In prayer. 

Later hundreds of sheafs of 
rice are placed on the ground, in 
and around the circles. Tame 
buffaloes are led round and 
round over the plants, trampling 
out the grain. 

The rice harvest In Ceylon 
takes place during January and 
February. On the evening of the 
first day, the farmers and their 
wives dance and feast.

Aluminum alloy funnels will 
he detailed on the new liner 
Mauretania, which Is being built 
at the plant of Cammed, Laird 
and Company Ltd. at Birkenhead 
for the Cunard-Whlte Star Line.
